Franco-British Forces Are Told

CHICAGO.—More than $3,000,000 
a day is lost to American agricul­ 
ture through depletion of plant food 
elements rn farm land due to ero­ 
sion, it is disclosed rn a study on 
soil depletion based on surveys con­ 
ducted by Dr. H. H. Bennett, chief 
of the U. S. soil conservation serv­ 
ice. 
"It is estimated that 63.000,000 
tons of plant food material of ak 
kinds are removed from the crop 
and pasture lands of America each 
year by erosion,” says a statement 
summarizing the study. 
"This is 
more than 21 times the amount of 
plant food removed in growing 
crops. 
"If only nitrogen phosphoric acid 
and potash—the three most essen­ 
tial elements for soil fertility—are 
considered, the loss amounts to 
$2,000,000,000 annually, based on the 
cost at which these clements could 
be purchased rn fertilizers. 
"The need for a more far-reach- 
rng program of soil conservation is 
illustrated by the fact that less than 
60,000,000 acres rf America's 360,- 
000,000 annual crop acreage are 
treated with fertilizer every year. 
Consumption for the entire country 
is slightly more than a ton per farm 
for the nation's 6.812,350 farms. 
"The movement toward soil im­ 
provement through the use of fer­ 
tilizer is being strongly supported 
by agricultural colleges, state ex­ 
periment stations and county agents 
everywhere. Farmers are being in­ 
creasingly made aware that an in­ 
vestment in nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash will not only be a 
safeguard against soil depletion and 
erosion, but will pay valuable divi­ 
dends rn increased crop production 
and replenished fertility.”

Dr. Mudd’t Island Prison 
Is Now Open to Public 
WASHINGTON.—Historic old Fort 
Jefferson, abandoned as a military 
post in 1874 and made a national 
monument by President Roosevelt 
January 4, 1935. has been made ac­ 
cessible to Florida visitors by the 
national park service. 
A triweekly boat service has been 
inaugurated to the fort, which is 
located 65 miles oft the coast of Key 
West on one of the Dry Tortugas 
islands. Docking snd anchoring fa­ 
cilities also have been provided for 
private craft. 
The fort was built on the island 
'n 1846 as the key defense of the 
Gulf of Mexico and. although it was 
abandoned as a military post in 
1874, troops still are stationed there 
—94 years later. 
It was on this island that Dr. 
Samuel A. Mudd. Maryland physi­ 
cian who set John Wilkes Booth’s 
broken leg following the assassina­ 
tion of President Lincoln, was im­ 
prisoned. 
He was pardoned on 
March 21, 1869. because of his faith­ 
ful service to the island inhabitants 
during a yellow-fever plague.

We Americans like to be polite to the 
Japanese, but once in a while we have to 
blow off a little steam. The latest occasion 
is the comment made in Tokyo about our 
approaching “naval games.” These are an­ 
nual exercises for oui' war fleet, giving the 
ships and men experience in maneuvering 
and marksmanship. Every nation d o e s it. 
Well, the Japanese have been sounding oft 
about it rather unpleasantly. “Naval spokes­ 
men'’ say that holding these games in the 
Pacific is like “brandishing a big sword near 
Japan and therefore liable to inflame .Japa­ 
nese sentiments.” 
Now we don't want to inflame any nation's 
sentiments. We just want to go about our 
own business and let other nations go about 
their own business, in a normal way. Our 
fleet happens to be in tile Pacific Ocean, and 
that ocean, Uke the others, is su p p o sed to be 
common property, and presumably we own 
as much of it as Japan does. And th ese games 
are not going to be held near Japan. 
Japan herself will hold naval games in the 
Pacific, as usual, and our statesmen are not 
therefore talking about swords or having 
their sentiments inflamed. So if Japan has 
a clear conscience, why the fuss? 


It isn t operating a car that makes it ob- 
solete, says an expert, so much as Old Father 
Time.

“Scientific growth,’ 
says Raymond

Fosdick, president of the Rockefeller Foun­ 
dation. “is almost invariably the result of 
cross-fertilization between laboratories and 
groups in widely separated parts of the 
world.” The present wars in Europe and 
Asia threaten this growth. The countries 
not directly involved carry on alone with 
increasing difficulty. 
“Achievement in science, more often than 
not, is the result of the sustained thinking 
of many minds in many countries driving 
toward a common goal,” Mr. Fosdick says. 
“The creative spirit of man cannot success­ 
fully be localized or nationalized. Ideals are 
starved when they are fenced in behind 
frontiers, lf, as a result of the present, cata­ 
clysm, Europe freezes into an Arctic night,, 
we shall not easily keep tho fires lit in the 
universities and laboratories of America.” 


I* RKEDOM SHRINKS 
Last Monday the European war started 
west. It did this by starting north. Armies 
and .‘hips of state, often operate in this seem­ 
ingly erratic way. Anyhow, the point is that 
when Nazi Germany invaded Scandinavia, it 
brought the war nearer to America than it 
has been since the last big war. 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden, possibly 
even more than Finland, are close to the 
hearts of Americans. Our ties with them 
have grown steadily stronger. Their culture 
meshes with ours. They are such brilliant 
examples of successful democracy, in spite 
of their preservation of royal forms, that in 
some respects they even seem to surpass us 
in working out modern problems of human 
freedom. 
And now the Nazi juggernaut rolls north­ 
ward. 
They are invaded. They may be 
crushed. The boundaries of human freedom 
shrivel and shrink as we look.

TREATMENT FOR ORY t \TA RR II 


The treatm ent of atropine rhinitis, the dry form 
of catarrh, has not been satisfactory so th at when 
any new method of treatm en t is put forward th at 
may give relief from the discomfort and e m b arrass­ 
ment of this ailm ent, these patients gladly seek it. 
T reatm ent by X-rays and by pushing a rubber hag 
containing hot w ater up the n o s e has given relict in 
a number of case*. 
A few months ago I mentioned the gratifying 
results obtained by the use of estrogen 
an extract 
of ovary 
in a number of cases. The number of cases 
was not large however 
Recently. Prs. W. W. Eagle, R D I'aker and I 
( \ Hamblen, Durham. N .C , record their findings in 
Archives of Otolaryngology, Chicago. I hey used es­ 
trogens in the treatm ent of fourteen patient* with 
atrophic rhinitis. Small sections of the mucous mem­ 
brane or lining surface of the nose were removed 
and carefully studied before the estrogen was in­ 
jected into the nose, so that the actual effect of 
this extract upon the mucous m em brane would be 
known, (any change in tile color, the cells, the 
amount of mucous or m oisture 
After the little 
piece of membrane had been removed, another little 
piece was removed after the patients had been treat 
cd with the estrogens from L’7 to 21b days 
No 
patient complained of deafness or head noise* 
Twenty-two patients started the estrogen treat 
ment but for economic reasons and distance from 
the clinic, eight did not return for second exam ina­ 
tion of the mucous membrane. 
The patients washed out their noses twice daily 
with salt solution - ’n teaspoonful to a glass of 
w ater,—and ten m inutes later washed it out .u.tin 
with one or other of th e se solutions it he other be­ 
ing I to 10,000 potassium perm anganate solution* 
to remove the crusts that had been loosened with 
the first washing. 
The estrogen substance was 
sprayed into the nose. Twenty-one of the twenty- 
two patients reported that they were helped and 
wanted to continue treatment 
In all of the fourteen cases where treatm ent was 
completed, there was complete or almost complete 
disappearance of the crusts and in not one case 
could the usual terrible odor (from the crusts * be 
noticed. The mem brane had a more normal color 
and a smoother surface. 
Again it must be remembered that fourteen is 
not a large number of cases hut as all fourteen who 
completed the treatm ent were helped patients with 
atrophic rhinitis should try this method of treat 
ment. All gland treatm ent should be taken under i 
physician s supervision or.ly.

An appeal has come from China for West­ 
ern books on science, philosophy, history, 
literature, and so oil.

Among the millions of c hinese who fled 
westward as Hic Japanese armies moved in 
Iron) the East, there were thousands of 
young students. They and their teachers 
took with them what they could, but in suc­ 
cessive remoxals farther westward their 
equipments has dwindled almost to nothing.

New French Defense Ex­ 
tends From Maginot Line 
To English Channel.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMY — 
The French arm y has dug a 200- 
mile anti-tank ditch along the Bel­ 
gian border from Luxemburg to the 
English channel as part of an ex­ 
tension of the Maginot line. 
It was 
completed far ahead of schedule. 
The ditch follows the Belgian bor­ 
der and is supported by gun case­ 
ments. thick beds of barbed wire, 
and a parallel system of anti-tank 
rails. The defense line replaces an 
ineffective system of forts sm ashed 
by G erm an arm ies In 1914. 
Deci­ 
sion to fortify the zone was m ade 
after M arch 7, 1936. when Hitler 
denounced the Locarno treaty and 
ordered his troops to occupy the 
Rhineland. 
6eries of Forts Built. 
The French first constructed • 
series of forts between the Moselle 
river and the channel. 
The forts 
were completed and occupied be­ 
fore the war began in September. 
The anti-tank dilch, wide as a 
canal, was projected when France 
recognized the potential threat of a 
G erm an invasion of Belgium and 
Holland, and the entire system was 
completed in two years. 
Regardless of the variety of the 
terrain of the south Belgian border, 
the system is a good example of 
fortification in all sectors. 
It con­ 
sists of deeply dug advanced m a­ 
chine-gun nests, followed by a ‘‘pre­ 
lim inary resistance” line of re­ 
inforced concrete pillboxes arm ed 
with machine guns and anti-tank 
guns. 
As in the Maginot line sys­ 
tem, advanced posts constitute sig­ 
naling points to warn of enemy ad­ 
vance. 
Hold Them Up, Then Retreat. 
After fulfilling their mission of 
holding up the vanguard, advance 
post troops fall back upon the "pre­ 
lim inary 
resistance” 
line. 
This 
line’s chief feature is the anti-tank 
ditch backed by pillboxes and case­ 
m ates, protected by a thick under­ 
brush of barbed wire. The profu­ 
sion of these casem ates surprised 
correspondents who had expected a 
line f)f forts at fairly distant inter­ 
vals. 
The chief advantage, in iddition 
to the obvious difficulty of crashing 
through the system, is the economy 
of manpower. The depth of the de­ 
fensive system reduces the num ber 
of 
infantry 
combat 
trenches, 
a 
revolutionary development since the 
World war, and does not require 
large m asses of infantry -to hold 
exposed positions. 
These positions 
now are protected by wcll-placed 
machine gun nests which cover im ­ 
portant tactical fields of fire.

U. S. W eather Bureau 
Expands Its Service 
The United State* weather bureau 
has 
taken 
exception 
to 
Mark 
Twain's observation that "Every­ 
body talks about the weather but 
nobody does anything about it.” The 
bureau is doing something about it. 
The bureau can’t change the 
weather, but it Is expanding its ef­ 
forts to make weather a friend rath­ 
er than an enemy ot man. 
Just 
knowing what the weather is going 
to be a few hours in advance lessens 
Its sometimes disastrous effects. 
Instead of the usual twice-daily 
weather forecasts, the bureau is ex­ 
panding its services to four times 
daily. That, officials said, will in­ 
crease the accuracy of forecasts. 
which already are DO to 95 per cent 
correct. 
Thc bureau plans to increase the 
number of reporting stations. These 
new stations, as well as many old 
station centers, will have new equip­ 
ment perfected by bureau acientists 
to increase the efficiency of weather 
forecasting. 
Probably the greatest advance In 
weather forecasting has been the 
expanded use of an improved radio­ 
sonde equipment. These miniature 
broadcasting stations, weighing only 
a few pounds, are sent up attached 
to a balloon. 
Aa they ascend they send out a 
radio signal indicating such things 
as the temperature, wind velocity, 
humidity and barometric pressure 
at various altitudes. Some rise as 
high as IO miles before the balloon 
bursts and Hie radiosonde falls back 
to earth. 
Radiosonde reports have proved 
especially valuable to aviators. They 
also enable the bureau to make 
more accurate and longer range 
forecasts. They are more dependa­ 
ble, in that thc balloons can be 
sent up in weather which would 
keep airplane weather observers 
grounded.

home.” 
That is the system that has been 
employed for returning unemployed 
persons to their home states.
